The attempt by Puerto Rican assassins to enter 
the 


Blair house Wednesday and kill President Truman shock- 
ed America. 


Officers said the men were Puerto Rican "Nationalists" 


—-members of a small but fanatical party which is urg- 
ing independence for the island. And, as zealots 
some- 


times do, they reached the strange conclusion that the 
way to help their country was to kill the president of the 
only other country that ever befriended them. 


We'll handle the would-be1 assassins, all right — but 


what the rest of the party members back in Puerto Rico 
need is a bundle of current newspapers telling them about 
another island country that wanted independence . . the 
Philippines. 


The United States liberated the Philippines from the 


colonial rule of Spain, spent millions a year on the island 
people, and gave them thir own local government — but 
the Philippines still demanded full independence. So they 
got it ... 
despite the forecast of experts that the Philip- 


pines couldn't exist without the tariff and subsidy help 
they enjoyed before independence. 


Well, the Philippines have run through 2 billion doll- 


ars we've given them since the end of World War II—and 
now they're back to our congress with a plea for 250 mill- 
ion more to save them from bankruptcy. And they'll get 
it, in exchange for pledges to straighten out their incomp- 
etent and corrupt island government.. 


We'd be glad to get rid of Puerto Rico, too. However, 


the majority of Puerto Ricans are smarter than the Fili- 
pinos — this radical "Nationalist" party whose members 
tried to kill President Truman couldn't win even one seat 
in the native legislature at the last election. 


Providence spared Mr. Truman — perhaps out of kind-

ness for an ordinary man who just happened to be presi- 
dent of a democracy of ordinary men trying to do good in 
an ungrateful world. 


The prohibitionists being notorious for suppressing all 


figures except those which help their case, it is the duty of 
a newspaper to present the figures that are-left out. To 
hear a prohibitionis'st harangue you would .suppose that 
ever since the repeal of the 18th Amendment Americans 
have been drinking themselves to death.

For the 
simple reason that .the average person gets more enjoy- 
ment out o$ those otjher'rtjjngs thyn hedoss out oiliqyor 
or beer — and he has only so. many*dollars to spend, all 
told. 


On October 26 the Wall Street Journal, which.prints 


the figures' that America's banks and insurance compan- 
ies gamble billions of dollars/ investments on, reported: 


"Per capita consumption 6f beer, at a peak 21 gallons 


in 1913-14, is now about 17 gallons." 


Right after 1913-14 Americans discovered time-pay- 


ments could be made on automobiles; then there were 
movies and other places of entertainment to go to besides 
saloons — and liquor-beer's share of the American dollar 
began to slide.

But there will always be some drinking. What is drunk 


is a luxury, and today when the state has to levy direct 
taxes against bread for men and milk for children that 
luxury drink should pay a very high tax indeed. 


But Initiated Act No. 2.(A State-Wide Prohibition Act), 


which you 'will vote on next Tuesday, would make liquor 
and beer tax-free. 


Last year liquor and beer taxes produced $6,458,500 


for the State of Arkansas. 


Which is the greater morality: Retaining legal sale and 


control of liquor, and its $6,458,500 tax income; or out- 
lawing liquor and requiring its $6,458,500 tax to be add- 
ed onto the taxes already borne by bread and milk? 


Which is the greater morality: Legal liquor control and 


taxes that contribute to the public schools and other ag- 
encies of a civilized state; or virtuous prohibition and a 
bankrupt educational system?

The great school states of America are the great liquor- 


control states, too. And the people of Alabama, North 
Carolina, Virginia and Kentucky are just as good as the 
people of Arkansas.

The defeat of Act 2 is imperative because Arkansas' 


public schools, already in need of more money, have abso- 
lutely got to hold on to the revenues that they now have. 


I've an idea we can dig up a few millions to bail the 


schools out of their present emergency — providing exist- 
ing revenues are undisturbed. But if the voters knock out

the $6,458,500 liquor tax the schools are over a barrel. 


I'll let the orators talk about morality. 
But I'll tell 'em one thing: 
Bringing children into the world and then neglecting 


their school buildings and teachers is immorality at its 
height.

must 


tackle when it returns this month: 


To keep them frotn profiting too 


much oft the 
defense 
program, 


should the regular corporation tax 
on business firms be inct;e.ascd or 
should they be placed under an cx> 
cess profits tax? 


Right now the regular corpora 


tion tax on a firm is 25 per ccnl 
of the first $25,000 of earnings and 
45 per cent on all over that. 


Congress could increase this reg- 


ular tax any .way' it wished. Foi 
example, by making firms pay a 
flat tax of 65 per cent on all theit 
earnings. 


So much for the regular corpor- 


ation tax. Now for the excess prof- 
its tax. It's ;to complicated to be 
explained fully here. Here is an 
outline: 


During the World War II years 


of 1940-45 corporations had to pay 
an excess profits levy. This 
was 


ended with the war's end in 11)45. 
It went this way: 


To find out what could be con- 


sidered its average earnings and, 
therefore, what would be consid- 
ered in excess of the average, the 
law said: 
' . 
i 
' • 


A firm would figure its average 


yearly earnings lor the 
pre-war 


years of 1936-39. 


Then during the war years 
it 


paid a flat 40 per cent tax 
on 


each year's earnings that did not 
exceed the 1936-39 average, 
plus 


an excess profits tax of 95 per 
cent on all earnings 
above 
the 


average. 


After the war each firm 
was 


entitled to a refund of 10 percent 
so that the excess profits tax ac- 
tually figured out at 85 1-2 percent. 


But firms could get other 
re- 


funds, making the tax less than 
85 1-2 percent, for various 
rea- 


sons. For example: 


A company made one kind of 


product in 1936-39 but changed to 
another after 1940; or-a company 
might have been flattened by 
a 


flood or strike some time between 
1936-39, thus bringing down its av- 
erage earnings for that period. 


In the latter case the firm which 


had small earnings in 1936. would 
be at a disadvantage when, get 
ting on its, feet after 1940, it had 
to figure its profits .that" were in 
excess of its 1936-39 average. 


As a result of many provisions 


in the law for firms to get 
re- 


funds, the internal revenue burcai 
had a mountain of work and still 
has, since even now all the claims 
for refunds haven't been settled. 


(There have been about 
55,001 


claims fpr refunds.; About 
15,001 


still are" pending in the ihterna 
revenue bureau. 
That 
-bureau, 


which collected 339,000,000,000 
in 


excess profits taxes during the war 
years, has refunded about $5,000,- 
000,000.) 


Some of those now opposing the 


excess profits tax idea argue that 
any .higher tax on corporations 
should be in the form of a flat tax 
increase, with no refund 
strings 


attached. Some of their arguments 
follow: 


An excess profits tax again will 


mean 
endless 
bookkeeping 
and 


headaches for the government and 
business. ( P r e s i d e n t Truman 
doesn't argue that way. He wants 
an excess profits tax.) And— 


While 
an 
excess 
profits 
tax 


takes some money out of circula^ 
lion, and so is a good deflationary 
device, it also helps infation. For 
example: 


A firm which has to pay, say, 


a 95 percent excess profits tax- 
on 95 cents on every dollar over 
a certain amount of earnings — 
may prefer to spend the money 
rather than hand it over to Uncle 
Sam. For instance: 


If it spends some of that excess 


profits money on big parties or 
higher salaries for executives 
or 


hoarding labor, it can deduct the 
expense from its income as busi- 
ness expense and so decrease its 
xcess profits. 
Further, the argument goes, the 
xcess profits tax is kinder to old, 
ong-established firms than to those 
ust trying to get started. 


For example: Say 
from AAA 


las been long in business while 
3BB just started after the war in 
946.Say the excess profits of a frim 
now will bo figured on what is in 
excess of its average earnings for 
he years 1946-50. 


Suppose firm 
AAA, the 
long- 


established one, had earnings av- 
eraging $10,000,000 a 
year 
from 


1946 through 1950 but after 1950, 
jecause of de f e n s e orders, it 
makes $20,000,000 a year. 


It would pay a flat tax on the 
irst $10,000,000 of its .earnings and 
an excess profits tax on all over 
that first $10,000,000. 


But take firm BB. which just 


started in 1946. While trying to get 
on its feet in the years 1946-50. its 
average earnings were only $1,- 
000,000. 


But after 1950, now established 


and thanks to defense orders, 
it 


makes $20,000,000 
a 
year. 
It 


would have to pay an excess prof- 
its tax on 
cvyerthing 
over 
the 


first $1,000,000. 
Some of the arguniL-uls for 
an 


excess profits tax go this way: 


The idea of an excess profits tax 


on profits from the defense pro- 
gram will boost public 
morale. 


Aud- 
it discourages firms from boost- 


ing prices since they have to hand 
over such a big chunk of profits 
to the government. And— 


It would raise more revenue for 


the government than a 
flat 
in- 


crease in the c o r p o r ation tax. 
And— 
As for hoarding labor, padding 


costs, and things litee 
ttmt, 
the
